Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Figures 1-16 on 12/14/05 with traverse is 
acknowledged. However, after further review the following restriction 
requirement for the elected claims is presented for consideration 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-46 and 70-85, drawn to a combination of a vehicle having a 
structure/structural reinforcement, classified in class 296, subclass 203.02. 

II. Claims 47-64, drawn to a structural reinforcement system/apparatus, 
classified in class 296, subclass 30. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination fails to recite the 
lower beam having three offset wall segments and first and second arcuately curved

segments as set forth in the subcombination claims . The subcombination has separate 
utility such as a reinforcement for vehicle applications other than for lateral support. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
